Up until this 
listing, all matrices begin vlth 215, but this issue does not 
conform to the pattern at all. My good friend, the late Brian 
Boyd, suggested that this say have been a re-recording vith an 
original matrix of 21581. However, there is no vay to prove 
this. 

My colleague, John Kevton, of Vllwington, Delaware , has some of 
these discs in his collection, and points out *ome variations in 
the color scheme of the label. Some are black with gold print, 
while others are a buff or light, with dark brown print. The 
border encircling the photo Is either silver ox gold. There are 
also additional suffix nuaheri on the Mailing envelope {92 
through 97}, giving rise to the possibility of additional titles 

The ads continued through November 1920, and Included 
testimonials in the form of letters froa satisfied nail order 
customers. However, I did not see any ads after this date, which 
leads me to believe that they vent out o£ business after about 
six months. Why would such a attractive and affordable label 
fold so quickly? Was it poor distribution? Sparse advertising 
in newspapers and magazines? Were they sold in stores or orjly 
by mall? perhaps Wheelan was taking on more than he could handle 
by stating over 157 movie stars under contract* 

1 hope this Information is uneful to you and the readers of 
Record Research,

Mtmer had been In and out of the 
hospital since suffering a stroke in 
June, Her remains were cremated, 
and the ashes were seal tered at sea. 

Signed by Adolph Zukor at Fa- 
mous Players-Lasky to replace 
Mary PJckford, Mlnter, known for 
her "innocent (Jrl" roles, wa* the 
film actress second only to Plckford 
In national popularity tn the early 
1920s. But when Taylor, a promi- 
nent director wiih whom she had 
been linked, was mysteriously shot 
todeath on Feb. 2, 1922, the scan- 
dal surrounding the case gave rise to 
hundreds of rumors and instantly 
finished her as an actress. She lived 
the remainder of her life as a re- 
cluse, albeit a wealthy one, as she 
and her mother invested heavily in 
Los Angeles reaJ estate. 

Born Juliet Reltty on April 1, 
1902, she was pushed onto the stage 
at an early age by her showbusiness 
mother, and was known as "Little 
Juliet Shelby" In vaudeville and on 
Broadway. She appeared under that 
name In her first film t "The 
Nurse," In 1912. 

Billed as Mary Miles Mlnter 
thereafter, she acted in some 30 
films over the next 10 years t and 
even as a teenager was considered jl 
great beauty and a natural, rather 
than highly dramatically skilled, ac- 
tress.

t ■ The general tine on the Taylor 
case was that the suave, popular di- 
rector was having affairs with both 
Minter and Mack Sennett star 
Mabel Normand at the time of his 
murder. Minter later denied that the 
was intimately Involved with hm, 
although tove letters from her unco- 
vered at hit home reveaied that she 
wa* at least strongly infatuated. 

Taylor was found shot in the 
back in his bungnlow home on 
Alvarado Street, and despite re- 
wards offered and a massive police 
effort, the case remains unsolved to 
this day. Witnesses claimed to have 
seen either an effeminate boy, or a 
woman dressed u a boy, both arriv- 
ing and leaving the scene of the 
crime, and Minter'* mother wa* 
even a prime suspect. 

AJio iu*pected was Taylor'* but- 
ler, who waj alleged to have actual- 
ly been the director's fugitive broth- 
er, a man who disappeared forever 
the day of the murder. Minter her- 
*df always said the though* the kill- 
er was one of three young men who 
had attempted to rob a gas station 
down the street juil prior to Tay- 
lor's death. 

Coming as It did immediately on 
the heels of the Fauy Arbuckle 
scandal, the Taylor case precipitat- 
ed a furor and gave plenty of addt. 
Clonal ammunition to those who felt 
thai Hollywood wn immoral and 
needed a {borough housecleaning. 
When drugs entered the picture in 
the Taylor caw, m Uteri only wor- 
•ened, 

Minter, not yet ft> when Taylor 
died, moved u> New York for a time 
and navw rtaumed llnr profeational 
career, Mabel Normand w«i siml< 
larly ostracised am* died En 1930, 

Minter later married Brandon 
O'HUdcbrandt, who died In I96J. 
For as long as the)' each lived, her 
grandmother and mother lived with 
| Minter in Santa Monica, along with 
i a staff of servant*. She is said to 
| have accumulated considerable 
i wealth through her real -estate hold- 
ings, and only re-entered the spot- 
light In 1981 when she was beaten 
and robbed (of over $300,000 In 
valuables) by Tour intruders at her 
home, 

The late King Vldor worked for 
many year* preparing the definitive 
account of the Taylor case, but it 
was never published. 

Minter leaves no known survi- 
vor*.
